“The Trump administration’s proposed budget would cripple the science and technology 
enterprise through short-sighted cuts to discovery science programs and critical mission agencies 
alike. Investments in federal research and development (R&D) make significant contributions to 
economic growth and public wellbeing. The administration’s cuts threaten our nation’s ability to 
advance cures for disease, maintain our technological leadership, ensure a more prosperous 
energy future, and train the next generation of scientists and innovators to address the complex 
challenges we face today and in the future. However, this is the President's proposal, and it’s up 
to Congress to respond and make decisions on budget and appropriations. Congress has a long 
bipartisan history of protecting research investments. We encourage Congress to act in the 
nation’s best interest and support sustainable funding for federal R&D — for both defense and 
non-defense programs — as it works to address the FY 2018 budget.”
